Advanced Intelligence Seminar (AIS) No. 6 

Th e sixth running of the Advanced Intelligence Seminar (A IS) which 

opened on 8 September, came to a close on 2k September when the 

class met with the Director in the USIB Conference Room for an hour-long 
quest ion-and-answer period. In answering some 20 questions asked by the 
students, Mr. Helms emphasized the continuing importance of the Soviet 
Union and Communist Chinese intelligence targets and discussed the rumored 
Intelligence Community changes, his authority over the total Community 
resources, and the recently suspended SALT talks. 

The class approved the general mix of outside speakers on foreign 
and domestic issues, as well as those from the Agency and Community. 

Mr. Mel Elfin, of Newsweek , who had been suggested by the Director, gave 
a frank discussion of the political outlook in the U.S. Prof. Hans 
Morgenthau spoke to a capacity audience of Agency personnel as well as 
separately to the class, Mr. Albert Lakeland, Executive Assistant to 
Sen. Javlts, underlined the increasing determination of the Legislative 
Branch to get information on foreign policy developments. The hiqhlv

not only pointed up the Agency's valuable support to the White House 
but also showed a fundamental difference of views inside the Agency on 
the future of Vietnam. 


On the final day of the AIS, prior to the meeting with the Director, 
the students had an excellent discussion by John Clarke, who subsequently 
briefed the class in the OPPB situation room or "tank." On the last 
evening of the course, the AIS sponsored a class social in the Executive 
Dining Room, which included wives of guests, staff, and students. Senior 
guests were General Cushman, Dr. and Mrs. Proctor, Mr. and Mrs. Coffey, 
Carl Duckett, John Huizenga, and John Clarke.

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While the class size of 25 students was better for maintaining a 
seminar atmosphere, there was a slightly higher than expected non-vocal 
(though interested) group of students. The class, which had two able 
women, came from the following components: one from the Director's 
NIPE staff, 12 from the Intelligence Directorate, 3 from the DDS&T, five 
from the Clandestine Service, and four from the Support Services.
